1. The organization and functions of 
the Central Intelligence Agency and its com- 
ponents as presented herewith are established 
as a governing directive for the Agency, 
effective 19 January 1951.

Each Office Head: 
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a. Is responsible for, and has 
dthority to carry out, the functions 
pecified for him in this publication, 
cept when prohibited from so doing, he 
y delegate to members of his staff 
jjpropriate portions of his responsibilities 
ether with proportionate authority for 
ir fulfillment, but such action will not 
^lieve him of direct overall responsi- 
ity for results. 
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b. Shall coordinate his activities 
with other Office Heads to the extent neces- 
Isary for fulfillment of the overall Agency 
^mission but will in no instance assume 
responsibilities and functions assigned 
1 ^elsewhere. 
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c. Will establish internal policies 
and procedures for the operation of his 
Office in consonance with this and other 
Agency Regulations. 
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d. Will prepare, in conjunction 
with the Deputy Director (Adminis- 
tration), detailed statements of 
functions for his principal subordi- 
nates to include branch or similar 
organizational level chiefs.

L MISSION 

The Assistant Deputy (Inspection and Secu- 
rity) is charged with the preparation and 
execution of the Agency’s security pro- 
gram, and with the performance of cer- 
tain special security inspection functions. 

IL FUNCTIONS 

, The Assistant Deputy (Inspection and 
Security) shall: 

A. Recommend the establishment of 
Agency policies relating to security, 
and establish" procedures for their 
implementation. 

B. Establish safeguards necessary to 
prevent penetration of Agency activi- 
ties by unauthorized individuals; 
develop domestic counter-intelligence 
programs for the Agency. 


C. Obtain and evaluate through investiga- 
tions and liaison contact pertinent infor- 
mation regarding personnel for employ- 
ment, assignment or association with 
the Agency. Approve or disapprove 
from a security standpoint the employ- 
ment or utilization of individuals by the 
Agency. 

D. Determine the effectiveness with which 
security programs and policies are 
being accomplished, 

E. Coordinate and engage in policy and 
program planning of emergency 
measures. 

F. Prescribe secur ity pol icies relating 
to the liaison and contact relations of 
Agency officials with others; establish 
and maintain necessary liaison with 
officials of other government agencies 
on security matters.
